Virginia Tokens - Dave Schenkman and Eric Schena are making great progress 
with publication of the second edition of Virginia Tokens. Many leading collectors 
have graciously made their holdings and research available to them for inclusion in 
the book. At the 56th VNA Convention this past September, many exonumists 
stopped by their table bringing with them unlisted tokens to be examined and 
recorded. They were able to record many new listings exceeding their expectations, 
to include some from a few towns not previously noted. The cataloging is entering 
its final stages. As it stands now, there are over 2000 different merchants and 
businesses listed from over 700 towns in the Commonwealth. The basic layout has 
been determined as well as the numbering scheme. Also begun is the process of 
collecting photographs, scans, and other illustrations that will hopefully add some 
historical context to the book. Dave and Eric are doing a great job putting the 
book together. It is an exciting project for token collectors and one for which all of 
us as members of the VNA will be proud. Our goal is to have it ready for sale at 
the 57th VNA Convention. 

Vehicle Burglary - An unfortunate byproduct of the monetary value our hobby is 
the threat of burglary. Both dealers and collectors can be victims. Regrettably, 
such an incident occurred to one of our dealers when he left the recent VNA show. 
The victim stopped at a way station on 1-95 while traveling between Fredericksburg 
and Ft Washington, MD. In less than 5 minutes the suspects smashed the rear 
window and removed coins, medals, and antiquities valued at over $200,000. This 
incident reinforces the need for dealers and collectors to be aware of our 
environment whether in the show parking lot or on the road. Take practical 
measures to reduce the threat such as gassing up the night before departure, use the 
restroom before you hit the road, never stop at a restaurant but consider a drive thru 
where you can remain with your vehicle while eating. Run steel cable or chain 
through substantial boxes and metal containers holding valuables and through the 
body of the car. Remember “smash and grab” thieves are in a hurry and have no 
time to problem solve. Complicate their lives and always be vigilant.

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FACTORS CHANGING THE WAY WE COLLECT COINS 
TODAY (and how they may affect coin collecting in the future)

It was a pleasure attending the VNA show this fall and a 
pleasure to be able to address the membership at the 
banquet. In my presentation I discussed factors that are 
shaping the way that we collect coins today, and how 
these might impact coin collecting in the future. So, what 
do hobbyists have to look forward to in the coming 
months, years, and decades? Here are some of the trends 
that I’ve observed in my role as editor of Coin World. 

A call for the continued relevance of coin shows - Local and state run 
shows are a vital part of our hobby, serving to introduce new people to 
numismatics, and keeping longtime collectors engaged in the hobby. I 
witnessed the spirit of collecting and volunteerism in full effect at the VNA 
show. A recent survey by Coin World, where more than 2,000 readers 
participated, confirmed some things (such as our predominantly male 
audience) but also held interesting surprises. Perhaps the biggest surprise is 
how relevant coin shows are to our readers. Roughly two-thirds of the 
respondents reported they attended a coin show in the past year. Even better, 
nearly 30 percent of respondents attend three or more shows a year. The best 
shows are realizing that mere attendance numbers don’t tell the full story of 
a show’s success. Great dealers offering a wide range of material, a warm 
welcome when newcomers enter, and rich educational programs and 
exhibits create an environment conducive to cultivating new collectors. 
Engagement is crucial in keeping local, state and regional clubs relevant. 

Innovations in production - As numbers of small-mintage coins proliferate, 
mints are becoming increasingly innovative in finding ways to differentiate 
their products. For example, the Republic of Congo’s 2014 2-ounce silver 
2,000-franc coin features actual DNA extracted from a cheetah, dyed blue 
and embedded in a vial to allow it to be seen. The coin has a limited mintage 
of just 999 coins. Many of these innovations are being driven by firms who 
use private mints to strike their coins, issuing them under the name of 
countries that grant firms the right to use their name. Even the U.S. Mint 
commemorative coin program is getting into the innovative spirit, with coins 
for the 2014 Baseball Hall of Fame having curved surfaces, emblematic of a 




baseball, plus experiments in frosting for Proof coins, along with new 
finishes for the American Eagle silver bullion coin program.

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Smaller mintages - We see some U.S. issues like the First Spouse gold $10 
coin series have lower mintages each year, now the norm. Countries are 
growing comfortable with producing more options for collectors with 
smaller sales numbers. For example, as of mid-October, sales totals for the 
Uncirculated 2013-W Edith Wilson gold $10 coin, honoring President 
Wilson’s second wife, were at just 1,664 coins. Since 2008, none of the 
individual Proof or Uncirculated First Spouse issues has topped 8,000 in 
sales. Since 2010, none has surpassed 4,000 coins. Flowever, the Mint 
anticipates strong sales for the 2015 gold coin honoring Jacqueline Kennedy 
and has raised the possible mintage to meet likely strong demand. 

Licensing and marketing to reach beyond collectors - Private mints are 
further differentiating themselves in a crowded market by using licensing 
agreements to create coins with popular subjects. For example the private 
New Zealand Mint has coinage programs for the game Magic: The 
Gathering, the television show Doctor Who, and photographer Anne Geddes. 
Coming in 2014, the firm has a special agreement with Disney to create 
Mickey Mouse coins. Much like the U.S. Postal Service’s young and old 
Elvis stamps in 1993, and the U.S. Mint’s popular 50 State quarter dollar 
program, countries are looking for ways to bring new people into the hobby. 

Multiyear series that have conclusions - Mints around the world are 
looking at collector coin programs that span successive years. Many nations 
are striking coins annually celebrating the New Year under the Chinese lunar 
calendar. For 2014 — the Year of the Florse — the Chinese New Year started 
Jan. 31. The goal is multipronged. First, there’s the hope that the coins — 
often bullion in nature — will appeal to Asian buyers. Second, mints 
anticipate that collectors will want to collect sets. We are also seeing 
increased variation within a given series. Once coin buyers collect a series, 
mints seem increasingly willing to create variations of the same design 
(again, with limited mintages) within a given year. [Look for new issues in 
2015 - the Year of the Sheep/Goat/Ram.] 

Tiny gold coins - As gold becomes more expensive, mints are looking for 
ways to create affordable gold coins, typically by going smaller. Since 2004 
the Royal Canadian Mint has struck 1/25-ounce gold coins in a 50-cent 
denomination. Designs are varied each year. Some mints even issue 
0.5-gram gold coins, or small gold coins struck from nonstandard finenesses 
like 0.500 to bring that cost down. Mints — both private and public — are 
looking at creative ways that people can affordably collect new gold issues. 
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The U.S. Mint is looking at ways it can produce popular, classic U.S. coin 
designs again in silver and gold, at price points lower than the half-ounce 
2014 Gold Kennedy half dollar or the 1-ounce gold 2009 Ultra High Relief 
Saint-Gaudens double eagle.

Grading services creating demand for seemingly similar coins through 

labels - Grading services may look at coins seemingly the same and 
differentiate them through labels. This came to a head this past summer at 
the 2014 American Numismatic Association World’s Fair of Money in 
Rosemont, Ill. The limited supply of 2014 gold Kennedy half dollars 
available at the show and at the Mint’s sales centers created a huge 
secondary market for first day of issue coins and for “show-issued” coins. 
Further, Early Release and First Strike coins are the result of grading 
services trying to add interest and demand for coins that the U.S. Mint 
acknowledges due to modem production techniques are no different in a 
physical sense from later ones. Grading services have created demand for 
seemingly identical coins by distinguishing between uncirculated examples 
struck at the West Point and San Francisco Mints, although the coins lack a 
Mint mark and can be identified only from packaging indicating their 
shipping location. 

Marketing beyond collectors - Mints are looking beyond the typical coin 
collector base to get new customers. For example the Mint of Finland has a 
marketing campaign with video titled “Give a gift that has value.” The video 
shows a young man receiving a Graduation Coin set as a high school 
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graduation gift, a bride receives a coin as a good luck charm and a young 
girl gets a coin as a gift. Other mints have selected themes and packaging 
meant to appeal to a younger audience. The U.S. Mint has latched on to 
many of these trends in recent years, especially creating variations within a 
given series for the American Eagle silver bullion coin program and by 
producing sets intended as gifts. The marketing of the Saddle Ridge Eloard 
earlier this year used Internet mega-retailer Amazon to try to find new 
buyers who might be interested in rare coins. 

A move towards the esoteric, guided by quality and rarity - The 

introduction of old collections to new buyers in the past few years, most 
notably the collection of St. Louis numismatist Eric R Newman, has shown 
that well-heeled buyers are becoming increasingly comfortable spending 
seven-figure sums on coins that would be labeled “esoteric” by many. At the 
recent ANA auctions, the Garrett Class III 1804 Draped Bust silver dollar 
brought $1.88 million at the Stack’s Bowers Galleries, Rarities Night sale of 
August 6th. The sale amount was less than many expected. The next night, 
an 1861 Coronet, Paquet Reverse gold $20 double eagle in PCGS MS-61, 
one of just two known, sold for $1,645,000 at Heritage’s Platinum Night 
auction. It was a similar amount for a coin with little recognition beyond 
coin collectors. Increased information available on rarities is taking coins - 
especially classic 18 th -century U.S. coins - beyond the realm of the 
specialist, into the consciousness of more mainstream collectors, because 
collectors see the rarity. Single coins selling for seven-figures are more 
frequent today than five or ten years ago.

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Let’s Collect A Great Looking Barber Type Set 
By Mark Benvenuto 


It’s intriguing to read some of the older descriptions and criticisms of our 
nation’s coins, especially right after they were first issued. The Barber 
design, for example, was considered rather staid and unoriginal. It was 
even called “Germanic.” Today though there is a club dedicated to the 
Barber design, and indeed all that Mr. Charles E. Barber produced. There 
are also plenty of aficionados of the design, be it on the dime, the quarter, or 
the half dollar, from Philadelphia, San Francisco, New Orleans through 1909, 
or the new Denver Mint starting in 1906. And since by wild chance, a 
colleague recently showed and sold me a Barber dime found in change - yes, 
al910 dime in perhaps VG-8 condition, pulled from change in late 2014 - 
perhaps now is a great time to see just what it might entail as the Barber 
series is poised to become a true antique, slipping away into the prior 
century after 2016, to assemble one or more special year sets of Barber 
dimes, quarters, and halves.

The First Year Set of 1892 

As we take a look at the different years, see Table 1, showing dates and mint 
marks of coin sets we may want, as well as their mintages. This puts into 
perspective just how common each year set might be, and whether the cost 
will be considered high or low relative to the most common. The first year 
of the Barber design the Philadelphia Mint produced all three of the 
denominations on a pretty large scale. While the half dollar sports the 
lowest total mintage, it is still very near 1 million coins and obtainable at a 
premium. Cost of the 1892-Philadelphia Barber Denomination Set depends 
on grade. Circulated but still attractive pieces in grades such as Fine-12, 
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tend to be common enough that they are quite inexpensive. Even the half 
dollar should cost less than $100 in that condition being about double the 
value of the most common date. Moving up to Mint State (MS-60) means 
moving up in price as well. A mint state 1892-P, half dollar, the most 
expensive of the trio, retails for about $600 in a grade of MS-60. 



The Century Set of 1900 

We picked the year 1900 at the turn of the 20 th Century. Table 1 shows us 
good news, that for 1900, all of the Barber denominations from Philadelphia 
are quite common. The half dollar drops to $500 in MS-60, or $100 in 
VF-20. The quarter rings in at quite a bit less, at about $200 in MS-60 and 
only $75 in EF-40. The dime is only $100 in MS-60, and drops 
significantly in price as the grade decreases. That’s not a bad total price, 
all things considered for the last year of the 19 th century. 

Denver Mint’s First Coinage - 1906-D 

While a person can choose to collect Barber coins in any way they wish, 
the reason for including a 1906-D type set on any list is simply that this was 
the first year the new branch Mint in Denver issued coins. Think about it 
for a moment. By 1906, the United States had opened five branch Mints, 
at Charlotte, North Carolina, Dahlonega, Georgia, and New Orleans, 
Louisiana, since 1838, at San Francisco, California, since 1854, and at 
Carson City, Nevada since 1870. Denver was the sixth branch mint to 
open joining Philadelphia, San Francisco and New Orleans still in operation 
in 1906, and the second to use the ‘D’ mint mark that had meant Dahlonega 
up to 1861. Colorado became a state in 1876, and had slightly more than 
Vi a million residents in the 1900 census. The 1906-D coins then were 
indeed welcome additions, in part replacing Carson City that closed in 1893, 
to manufacture coins in the Rocky Mountains near to the mines where silver 
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came from. New or not, in the first year of its operation, we can see that 
the folks at the Denver Mint got serious about pounding out silver coins a 
plenty. Price for 1906-D half dollars don’t really change much from those 
of the 1900-P. The quarters are actually a bit less expensive than their 
more co mm on 1900 siblings, when we consider the same grades. And 
unless you insist on a mint state specimen dime, the ten-cent pieces are little 
above silver value.

Most Common Mintage for Type Collectors 

For anyone who collects type coins or type coin sets, it’s smart to look at 
any series and spy what is the most common coin. It gives you a baseline 
for prices. We’ve shown them in the bottom row of Table 1, and in every 
case, the proverbial bottom line is quite large. This is good news, as it 
translates to low prices. As always for this troika of silver, the half dollar 
bears the lion’s share of the costs. Once again, $500 will land a great coin. 
But some good-looking, circulated pieces are available for $150 - $200. To 
sneak in a final note about the Barber series, one related to this most 
common date set - think about what the least co mm on dates might be that 
have the same price tags as these three highest mintage pieces. In other 
words, do a bit of hunting for sleepers. It’s always fun to find a date and 
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mint mark that is far undervalued. In dimes consider 1910-D orl911-S, in 
quarters consider 1911 -S and in halves consider 1913-D and 1913-S. Barber 
Year Sets can be a fun way to start collecting a classic design (soon to 
become a true antique design) in U.S. coinage. They commonly circulated 
until the early 1950s alongside Mercury Dimes and the new Roosevelt Dime 
design which supplanted the slick Barbers. There are plenty of them to be 
found at coin shows with good looking, moderately priced coins, even 
among the half dollars. Why not look at the design the next time you get a 
chance? It may grow on you.

Editor’s Note: Both William Barber and his son Charles E. Barber served as Chief 
Engravers for the United States Mint. To determine which designer created what 
coin or pattern, one needs to refer to U. S. Pattern Coins by J. Hewitt Judd or 
United States Patterns and Related Issues by Andrew W. Pollack III. In 1881, 
Charles E. Barber designed 1, 3 and 5 Cent pieces Judd-1664 through Judd-1673 
and 1675 through 1696. Most were struck in copper, nickel and aluminum.
